At last, a couple of weeks ago, 
the Senate, where the Democrats 
also have a majority, called 
the labor bill for action. 

The Truman Democrats haven't 
been doing so well there, either.

They have done that in the 
pinches, so the southern Demo- 
crats and Republicans gradually 
are shaping the kind of tabor bill 
they want, not the kind the Tru- 
manites promised.

Cal Professsor 
‘Advises Hens to 
lay Clean Eggs 


e University of California 
| College of Agriculture today gave 
| poultrymen a little advice to pass 
jalong to their hens. 
Produce clean eggs so _ they 
| won’t be endangered by washing 
;but if you must wash eggs, spcil- 
| age can be reduced to a minimum 
|by using hot, fresh, clean, run- 
ning water water and drying them 
;by hot air before the shells have 
a chance to cool off. 

This was the essence of a talk 
by Dr. F. W. Lorenz, assistant 
| professor of poultry husbandry in 
the University of California, at 
the Poultry Industry Conference 
held on the Berkeley campus of 
the college of agriculture. 

The freshly laid egg normally 
is bacteriologically sterile, Dr. 
Lorenz, said, and gets rotten only

when bacteria seep through the 
shell. The common practice of 
washing clean and dirty eggs to- ; 
gether often results in spoilage 
of the clean ones. Even with!

The use of cold water is not! 
advisable because it contracts the | 
inside of the egg causing a vac- | 
uum between egg-white and shell 
that will suck bacteria in. The 
Same is true if the egg is cooled | 
while its shell is still wet. 

Washing with hot water ex-| 
pands the inside of the egg and | 
presses it against the shall, pre- 
venting the bacteria from enter- 
ing. Keeping the washed egg 
warm until it is dry decreases the 
amount of spoilage. 

Once the shell is dry there is 
little danger that a cooling off 
will suck in bacteria because, as 
Dr. Lorenz expressed it, “bacter- 
ia can swim but not walk.”
